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DEAN'S  REPORT 

George  Harris,  LL.D., 

President  of  Amherst  College. 

My  dear  Sir: — 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the 
Dean  of  the  Faculty.  Last  winter,  at  the  suggestion  of  some 
members  of  the  Instruction  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  statistical  information,  with  accompanying  charts, 
bearing  on  the  scholastic  activities  of  the  College,  was  com- 
piled and  presented  in  systematic  form  by  the  Registrar. 
This  report  was  found  so  helpful  to  the  Committee  that, 
at  my  request,  the  Registrar  has  continued  the  work  by  the 
inclusion  of  last  year's  experience,  and  with  a  considerable 
enlargement  of  the  scope  of  the  investigation.  In  making 
such  statistical  study  Amherst  is  only  falling  into  line  with 
similar  work  at  Harvard,  Williams,  Brown,  and  many  other 
leading  colleges. 

The  facts  collected  and  tabulated  by  the  Registrar  are, 
with  some  exceptions,  from  the  records  up  to  the  end  of  the 
last  academic  year.  The  report  begins  with  the  statistics 
of  enrollment,  and  of  the  geographical  distribution  of  students. 
This  is  followed  by  tables  showing  the  number  of  men  who 
left  college  in  1910-1911,  with  the  classification  of  these 
losses  under  the  headings:  of  students  dropped  for  scholar- 
ship, or  for  other  disciplinary  reasons;  and  of  those  who 
voluntarily  resigned.  It  will  be  noted  that  these  losses  are 
very  marked  in  the  class  of  1914,  the  fact  being  that  even 
before  the  recent  agitation  in  connection  with  the  Address 
of  the  Class  of  1885  Amherst  had  made  its  first  year  a  time 
of  sifting.     The  Reply  of  the  Board  to  this  Address  made 
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such  sifting  the  well-considered  and  definitely  announced 
policy  of  the  College. 

The  next  section  of  the  report  has  to  do  with  enrollment 
and  the  distribution  of  work  by  departments  and  by  teachers. 
Then  follows  a  presentation  of  the  general  rank  of  students 
for  the  academic  year  1910-1911,  with  charts,  and  a  compari- 
son with  corresponding  averages  for  the  previous  year.  The 
charts  showing  the  distribution  of  grades  for  the  first  and 
second  semesters,  respectively,  and  for  the  year,  are  espe- 
cially interesting.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  curves  are 
nearly  congruent :  wliich  corresponds  to  the  fact  that  with  our 
system  of  annual  courses  nearly  all  the  studies  of  the  first  half 
year  are  continued  during  the  second.  If  a  theory  of  proba- 
bility has  any  value,  these  charts  show  that  the  marks  assigned 
represent  very  closely  actual  distinctions  in  the  performance 
of  students. 

A  study  follows  of  the  grades  given  by  the  several  depart- 
ments, as  compared  with  the  general  rank  of  the  men  electing 
courses  in  the  departments.  The  value  of  this  study  is  im- 
paired somewhat  by  the  impossibility  of  including  in  the  aver- 
ages the  standing  of  students  who  have  failed  in  courses  and, 
therefore,  received  no  grade.  Though  thus  quantitatively 
distorted,  the  charts  do,  in  my  judgment,  have  a  value, 
especially  when  the  lack  of  correspondence  between  the  two 
curves  is  very  marked.  Moreover,  additional  light  is  thrown 
upon  the  situation  by  the  facts  given  in  the  preceding  tables, 
with  reference  to  failures. 

The  Assistant  Registrar,  at  my  suggestion,  has  begun  a 
careful  tabulation  of  entrance  statistics,  exhibiting  the  dis- 
tribution of  men  entering  by  certificate  and  by  examination, 
and  also  the  facts  with  reference  to  entrance  conditions. 
The  percentage  of  conditioned  men,  it  will  be  noticed,  is 
large  (but  not  larger  than  is  usual  in  colleges),  and  the  thought 
is  suggested  that  there  is  some  reason,  not  without  weight, 
for  admitting  only  unconditioned  men,  even  at  the  cost  of 
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reducing  requirements.  Amherst,  like  the  other  colleges 
which  enjoy  the  privileges  of  the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the 
Advancement  of  Learning,  requires  (and  is  bound  to  require) 
fourteen  points  for  admission.  Like  these  other  institutions, 
however,  the  college  in  fact  requires  fewer  points  for  actual 
admission.  This  is,  to  be  sure,  with  the  understanding  that 
the  missing  work  shall  be  made  up  before  the  beginning  of 
junior  year.  But  if  there  is  any  value  in  a  logical  sequence 
of  studies,  such  belated  work  is  merely  a  formal  compliance 
with  our  standards.  An  examination  in  Cicero,  for  instance, 
or  in  English  History,  taken  one  or  two  years  after  entrance, 
has  little  or  no  organic  relation  to  the  progress  of  collegiate 
study;  these  are  no  longer  preparatory  studies,  in  any  true 
sense,  since  the  work  for  which  they  were  to  prepare  is  half 
done.  It  is  clear  that  a  certain  minimum  of  attainment  and 
discipline  is  a  proper  prerequisite  to  a  college  course,  and  it 
seems  to  me  that  there  would  be  many  advantages  in  insist- 
ing absolutely  upon  this  minimum,  even  at  the  expense  of 
making  it  lower  than  it  is  now. 

There  has  been  a  growing  feeling  that  the  existence  of  the 
New  England  College  Entrance  Certificate  Board  has  effected 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  certificate  standards  of  the 
schools  concerned,  as  over  against  the  standards,  in  this 
regard,  of  the  schools  outside  New  England.  It  has  become 
the  usual  practice  in  the  institutions  upon  the  approved  list 
of  the  New  England  Board  to  issue  certificates  to  such  pupils 
only  as  have  attained  an  average  considerably  above  the 
passing  grade,  and  the  effect  of  such  careful  distinction  should 
be  shown  in  the  quality  of  the  work  done  in  college  during 
the  first  semester.  Accordingly,  statistics  were  gathered, 
bearing  upon  this  question,  and  they  will  be  found  in  the  re- 
port. It  is  evident  that  they  are  in  no  sense  conclusive. 
The  number  of  good  and  passing  men  who  have  come  to  us 
in  the  year  is  substantially  the  same  in  both  classes  of  schools, 
and  it  is  only  in  the  failures  that  any  evidence  can  be  found 
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which  points  to  the  advantage  of  the  New  England  schools. 
This  investigation  will  be  continued,  and  trustworthy 
results  may  be  expected  in  the  course  of  a  few  years. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  last  academic  year,  the  new  cur- 
riculum of  study,  which  had  been  adopted  the  spring  before, 
went  into  effect  with  the  class  of  1913.  The  most  radical 
departures  from  the  old  system  consisted  in  the  requirement 
of  a  second  year  of  college  Latin  or  Greek  for  the  B.  A.  men, 
and  of  three  majors  and  one  minor  for  graduation  (one  or 
two  of  the  majors  to  be  chosen  at  the  end  of  freshman  year 
from  the  studies  of  that  year,  and  two  or  one  from  the  studies 
of  sophomore  year  at  the  end  of  that  year).  The  report 
contains  tables  showing  the  distribution  of  these  majors 
among  the  various  departments,  and  also  the  grades  and  the 
failures  of  men  in  major  subjects  as  compared  with  the  gen- 
eral (average)  grade  of  their  other  subjects.  It  will  be 
noted  that,  in  respect  to  preference  of  choice,  English,  French, 
and  Latin  lead,  in  the  order  named.  The  advanced  position 
of  the  English  and  the  Latin  may  be  accounted  for  in  part 
by  the  fact  that  English  is  required  of  all  students  in  the 
freshman  year,  and  for  the  B.  S.  men  in  sophomore  year  as 
well;  and  that  Latin  (or  Greek)  is  required  of  all  B.  A.  men 
for  both  years.  These  men,  accordingly,  can  meet  the 
demands  of  a  major  by  a  single  year  of  additional  work. 
It  is,  nevertheless,  an  interesting  and, — to  those  who 
believe  thoroughly  in  classical  training, — a  gratifying  fact 
that  as  many  as  thirty-five  men,  who  have  taken  required 
Latin  for  six  years,  should  elect  to  continue  it  for  a  seventh. 
The  number  of  those  who  major  in  French  and  German  will 
undoubtedly  increase  when  the  students  become  aware,  by 
actual  experience,  of  the  meaning  of  the  new  requirement 
of  a  reading  knowledge  of  these  languages. 

The  statistics  as  to  relative  rank  and  failures  in  majors 
mean  but  little,  covering,  as  they  do,  only  the  experience 
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of  one  class;  but  they  will,  I  think,  gain  in  value  when  the 
new  system  has  been  tried  out  by  several  classes. 

I  wish  to  call  the  especial  attention  of  the  Board  to  the 
last  set  of  tables,  which  presents  the  scholarship  statistics 
of  the  fraternities.  The  report  on  this  subject,  planned  and 
worked  out  in  all  its  details  by  the  Registrar  and  his  assistant, 
is  very  exhaustive  and  illuminating.  It  covers  a  period  of 
seven  years,  and  the  conclusions  based  upon  it  should  have 
great  weight.  Never  within  my  knowledge  of  Amherst  has 
there  been  a  time  when  the  fraternities  seemed  so  alive  as 
now  to  the  scholastic  standing  of  their  members.  Many  of 
them  keep  a  systematic  record  of  the  grades  received,  at 
least  by  the  men  in  the  first  two  years.  One  object  aimed  at 
in  collecting  the  facts  tabulated  in  the  report  was  that  the 
several  fraternities  might  know  their  position  in  these  mat- 
ters, not  only  absolutely  but  relatively  to  one  another. 

A  second  and  more  important  object  was  to  obtain  a  basis 
for  careful  study  of  the  fraternity  system,  in  its  relations 
to  the  purposes  for  which  colleges  have  been  founded.  This 
is  the  day  of  remedy  by  publicity,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that 
accurate  knowledge  of  the  facts  will  enable  the  college  author- 
ities, in  full  and  cordial  co-operation  with  the  fraternities, 
thus  to  give  them  substantial  help,  in  maintaining  their 
standards,  when  these  standards  are  high,  and  in  raising  them 
when  they  are  low.  These  groups  of  young  men,  bound 
by  ties  of  enduring  friendship,  and  organically  connected 
with  the  alumni  body, — societies  whose  history  in  many 
cases  reaches  generations  back — have  attained  the  dignity 
of  college  institutions;  and  their  welfare  is  indissolubly 
bound  up  with  the  highest  intellectual  efficiency  of  the  college. 

The  last  of  the  documents  submitted  is  a  detailed  report 
of  the  Department  of  Hygiene  and  Physical  Education, 
which  Dr.  Phillips  was  kind  enough  to  prepare  at  my  request. 
In  connection  with  this  statement,  which  contains  a  very 
helpful  commentary  on  the  health-conditions  of  the  college, 
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it  should  be  noted  that  the  committee  on  the  inspection  of 
fraternity  houses  made  its  usual  visits  and  reported  its 
findings  to  the  Faculty,  with  recommendations.  We  have 
found  the  fraternities  in  general  ready  to  meet  these  recom- 
mendations,— one  society  going  so  far  as  to  make  very  radi- 
cal changes  in  the  construction  of  its  house,  in  order  to  remedy 
a  situation  of  some  danger,  which  the  committee  had  dis- 
covered. 

Finally,  let  me  say  that  the  facts  contained  in  the  report 
have  been  presented  with  no  mistaken  idea  as  to  their  abso- 
lute conclusiveness.  They  do  show  tendencies;  but  the 
experience  to  which  they  correspond  is,  in  many  instances, 
of  too  limited  a  scope  to  give  them  any  high  value.  They 
have  been  submitted  mainly  in  order  that  the  Trustees  may 
learn  in  a  concrete  way  of  what  is  being  done  to  lay  a  foun- 
dation for  a  statistical  study  that  is  bound  to  be  of  increasing 
value  with  the  years. 

I  must  not  close  without  paying  a  cordial  tribute  to  Reg- 
istrar Goodale,  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  Parks,  for  the  care 
and  ability  which  they  have  shown  in  planning  and  carry- 
ing out  the  details  of  this  report.

Of  the  44  who  left  for  personal  reasons,  two,  of  the  class 
of  1911,  were  forced  by  illness  to  give  up  their  work;  thirteen 
transferred  to  other  colleges,  distributed  as  follows : —

With  three  exceptions  these  transfers  were  either  men  who 
had  conditions  remaining  from  entrance  or  subsequently 
incurred  during  their  college  course,  or  men  whose  grade  was 
low.  This  latter  class  probably  did  not  care  to  improve  the 
quality  of  their  work  in  order  to  meet  our  standards.  They 
could,  therefore,  be  properly  included  among  those  who  left 
for  scholastic  reasons. 

The  remainder  of  the  men  leaving  went  for  personal  rea- 
sons. It  is  true  that  some  of  them  had  failures ;  but  they  were 
not  sufficient  in  number  to  cause  the  men  to  be  in  danger  of 
discipline.  Some  of  them  may  have  been  scholarship  men 
who  on  account  of  loss  of  scholarship  aid,  were  obliged  by 
financial  reasons  to  leave.  It  is  significant  to  note,  however, 
that,  of  these  31,  nine  had  a  rank  of  D,  and  two  had  en- 
trance conditions  which  would  have  had  to  be  satisfied  in  the 
near  future.  One  member  of  1912  left  because  he  foresaw 
that  he  would  be  unable  to  make  the  requirements  for  trans- 
ferring from  a  special  to  a  regular  course  in  order  to  get  a 
degree.  He,  however,  was  a  good  student.  I  have  no 
doubt  that  the  failure  to  obtain  scholarship  aid,  on  account 
of  delinquencies  incurred,  probably  caused  two  men  to  leave. 
Hence  we  may  say  that  from  the  list  of  31  men  leaving  for 
personal  reasons  we  may  infer  that  at  least  13  withdrawals 
were  the  result  of  the  scholastic  rules  of  the  college.  Our 
final  summary  then  is: —

A.     The  Graduating  Class,  1911 

The  average  grade  for  four  years  of  the  graduates  for  the 
class  of  1911  was  76.98%;  of  the  B.  A.  graduates,  77.04%; 
of  the  B.  S.  graduates,  76.66%. 

For  the  purposes  of  comparison  the  following  table  shows 
these  same  grades  for  the  classes  1905  to  1911  inclusive.

The  statistics  give  the  record  of  the  first  semester's  work, 
(a)  of  men  entering  on  certificate,  (b)  of  men  entering  on 
examination  and  partial  certificate, — first,  as  regards  the 
major  departments,  English,  Mathematics,  and  Latin; 
second,  as  regards  the  general  average  of  work  in  all  depart- 
ments. That  is  to  say;  of  the  27  men,  for  instance, 
received  from  New  England  on  certificate  in  English, 
nine  did  good,  eighteen  did  passing  work  in  the  first 
semester;  twenty-one  received  by  examination,  were  dis- 
tributed as  indicated;  two  others  did  not  finish  the  first 
semester.  ("G"  represents  a  grade  between  75%  and 
100%;  "P,"  a  grade  between  50%  and  74%;  "F,"  below 
50%.  "F,"  in  the  summary  indicates  failure  in  any 
subject  out  of  the  five.)

PART  VII.     STUDY   OF  FRATERNITIES 

In  the  following  pages  statistics  are  given  of  the  distribu- 
tion of  grades  among  the  members  of  the  different  fraternities. 
The  first  part  shows  the  distribution  of  these  grades  by  classes, 
from  1905  to  1911,  inclusive.  In  the  summaries  which  follow 
this  I  have  indicated  certain  fraternities  as  "Non-Hellenes", 
including  Kappa  Theta  and  Sigma  Delta  Rho.  The  reason 
for  this  is  that  the  Kappa  Theta  and  Sigma  Delta  Rho 
fraternities  were  organized  so  late  as  the  spring  of  1909. 
Both  of  them  have  had  thus  far  an  excellent  record.  I  have 
summarized  the  distribution  of  the  D,  C,  B,  and  A  grades 
among  the  fraternities  for  the  period  mentioned. 

These  summaries  are  followed  by  the  pages  giving  the 
distribution  of  grades  in  each  fraternity  for  the  classes  1905 
to  1911.  Following  I  have  given  the  rank  of  men  now  in 
college  (as  of  November  first),  by  fraternities,  in  order  to 
show  present  conditions  as  well  as  past  attainment.  I 
close  with  the  record  of  the  number  of  men  who  left  college 
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last  year,  also  distributed  by  fraternities.  I  have  not  in 
any  way  attempted  to  criticize  the  rating  of  any  fraternity, 
but  merely  to  show  the  facts.  It  will  be  seen  that  some  fra- 
ternities have  a  relatively  high  percentage  of  low  marks  and  of 
total  number  of  men  dropped.  Other  fraternities  have 
comparatively  few  men  dropped,  and  comparatively  numer- 
ous high  grades.  This  seems  to  run  through  as  a  settled 
policy  in  some  of  the  fraternities.  Some  others  had  a  poor 
rating  at  the  beginning  of  the  period,  and  have  improved. 
Others  still  may  have  had  a  good  rating  and  have  gone  down. 
Last  year's  results  would  indicate  that  some  fraternities 
were  either  unwise  in  the  selection  of  their  freshmen,  or  not 
guided  by  such  a  spirit  as  would  be  conducive  to  good  work.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  HYGIENE 
AND  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  ON  THE  HEALTH 
OF  THE  STUDENTS   1910-1911. 

The  health  of  the  students  during  the  academic  year 
1910-11  has  been  good.  There  have  been  no  fatalities, 
and  no  epidemic  of  a  serious  nature  has  visited  the  college 
community. 

During  the  autumn  the  lowness  of  water  in  the  town 
reservoir  and  the  occurrence  of  a  fewT  local  cases  of  typhoid 
led  to  an  examination  of  our  water  supply,  which  showed  the 
town  water  to  be  pure,  but  the  college  well  water  unfit  for 
drinking  purposes.  The  well  was  immediately  closed  up, 
and  later  the  town  water  introduced  there  in  a  "  bubble- 
up." 

There  has  been  one  case  of  measles  and  one  of  German 
measles. 

A  mild  epidemic  of  purulent  ophthalmia  (pink  eye)  oc- 
curred in  the  winter  and  spring,  and,  after  consultation 
with  the  town  health  board,  it  was  decided  not  to  quarantine 
those  affected.  The  results,  however,  lead  us  to  believe 
that  it  would  be  wiser  to  do  so  in  the  future. 

There  were  granted  by  this  department  177  sick  excuses 
during  the  year.  On  a  basis  of  the  enrollment  of  students, 
502,  this  indicates  that  about  35%  were  ill  in  some  way.  The 
average  detention  from  college  work  of  these  students  was 
7  days,  which  would  be  3%  of  their  college  year,  and  would 
make  an  average  detention  for  all  students  of  2.4  days, 
or  just  about  1%  of  their  time.  We  may  deduce  from  these 
figures  that  the  average  loss  of  time  through  illness  is  1%, 
or  that  the  college  body  loses  1%  of  its  efficiency  through 
illness. 

Of  these  177  cases  many  were  naturally  very  mild — what 
Dr.  Hitchcock  used  to  call  " petty  sickness."     That  64  of 
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them  were  properly  cared  for  at  Pratt  Cottage  is  sufficient 
evidence  of  the  value  of  that  institution  to  the  college  com- 
munity, and  of  the  efficiency  of  its  matron,  Miss  Leach. 
It  is  the  policy  of  the  department  to  use  all  reasonable 
means  to  send  students  home  at  the  commencement  of  an 
extended  illness,  as  it  seems  better  from  almost  all  stand- 
points. In  many  cases,  however,  this  cannot  be  done, 
and  the  cottage  then  becomes  a  necessity. 

Tables  are  included  showing  the  distribution  by  diseases 
and  by  months.  A  glance  at  Table  I  indicates  that  there 
is  more  illness  among  our  students  during  the  cold  weather, 
and  especially  during  the  month  of  February.  The  latter 
is  in  part  due  to  the  mid-year  examinations,  which  put  the 
students  under  increased  mental  strain.  It  is  their  unhygi- 
enic method  of  preparing  for  these  tests,  however,  which  is 
the  main  cause  of  these  results,  viz.,  the  cramming  process 
of  the  last  few  days,  with  attendant  loss  of  sleep,  irregular 
and  improper  meals,  and  insufficient  exercise. 

Table  III  shows  that  the  diseases  of  the  digestive  and  res- 
piratory tracts  are  the  most  frequent  causes  of  detention, 
constituting  16  and  35  per  cent  respectively,  and  together 
making  over  half  of  all  the  cases.
